But this leflened nor the Cares 
and Feares of the Enelih Subjects, who 
could not be more glad to hear of his 
ſafety, then they were afraid of the 
danger which he had incurred, For 
having put himſelt into the power of 
the King of Spazz, it was at the Cour- 
telie of that King whether he ſhould e- 
yer return orno ; it being a Maxime 

B 2 amonglt 
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amongſt Princes, That if any one 
without leave ſets foot on the Ground 
of ancther, he makes himſelt his Pri- 
1Oner. 

Philip the firſt of Spain and Duke of 
Burgundy, being caſt by Tempeſt on the 
Coaſt of England, was here detained 
by King Jerry the ſeventh, till he had 
delivered up the Earle of Saffelk, who 
had Hed for Refuge to his Court : and 
1ary Queen of the Scots, being for- 
ced by her Rebellicus Subjects to fly 
intothis Realm, was preſently ſeized 
On as a Priloner, and fo continued till 
her lamentable and calamitous death. 
So in like manner Rzchard the firſt of 
England, paſling in' diſguiſe through 
ſome part of the dominions of the Arch- 
Duke of A#iiria , was by him took Pri- 
ſoner,and put unto an heavy Ranſome; 
and not long ſince Charles Lodowick the 
now Prince Elector Palaizze poſting 
through France, in hope to get the 
Command of Duke Bernards Army , 
was ſtayed in the middle of his jour- 


aey by the Kings command, and ops 
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lo long under Reſtraint, that he loſt 
the opportunity of effeQing his pur- 
pole, 

This, though it was the generall Fear 
and apprehenſion of the Engliſh Sub- 
jects, yet no body durſt acquaint the 
King with it, but Archee the foo!, who 
going boldly to the King, as he found 
him once in a good humour, told 
him that he was come to change Caps 
with him. Why, ſaid theKing ? Mar- 
ry, ſaies Archze, becauſe thou haſt fert 
the Prince into Spazy, from whence 
he is never like to returne. But ſaid 
the King , what wile thou ſay when 
thou ſecſt him come back again? Mar- 
ry, faics Archee, T will then take off 
the fools Cap which I put upon thy 
head, for ſending him thither, and put 
it on the King of Spains, for letting 
him return. At which words, it is 
reported, that the King became excee» 
ding penſive, never before fo much 
apprehending the Danger of that Ad- 
venture, as then and afterwards he 


did, 
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10 maxe no ſuch Market of him, but 
zave him all the Royall entcrtainment 
which a Princely Suitor might cxpect. 
49m vi2s the Prince wanting for his 
t inall at Compliances by whick he 
might both gain on them, and preſerve 
himſelf, For by his Courtly Garb he 
won {9.m uh on the Aﬀections of the 
r-':z#ta, and by his grave and circum- 
ſpelt beha viour got ſo much ground 
von the King and his Counce! , that 
the match went forward in good ear- 
nc{t, The Articles of the Marriage with 
a!l the Circumſtances thereof were a- 
greed npon, and ſolemnly ſworn to by 
both Kings, Nor was the Pope want- 
1n21nthe orant of a diſpenſation (with- 
Out Which nothing could be done) wri- 
ting a Letter tothe Prince, who retur- 
ned to him a Civil anſwer, 
terwards was reckoned amongſt bis 
Crimes, by ſuch as rather would not 
then did not know the neceſſity which 


lay 


which af- 
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lay upon him, of keeping at that time 
a plauſible Correſpondence with the 
Catholick party, 

But as for his Religion, the change 
whereof was moved by the Pope, and 
much hoped for by the Court of Spazz 
at his firſt coming thither, he ſhewed 
lo many ſtrong evidences of his con- 
ſtancy in it, that thoſe hopes ſoon va- 
niſhed, And that it might appear, that 
he profciied no other Religion, then 
what was agreeable tothe Rules of An- 
tiquity, and no! much abhorrent from 
the formes then uſed in the Church of 
Rome, the Eveliſh Liturgie was by the 
care of the Lord Keeper w:/liams tran- 
ſlated into the Spazrſh Tengue ; and ſo 
many Copies of the Book then printed 
ſent into Sp4iz, as gave great fatisfa- 
fion in that point to the Court and 
Clergy. 

And this I muſt needs ſay was vety 
ſeaſonably done, the Spuxzards being till 
then perſwaded by their Pr/eſts and J-- 
ſuits, that when the Ezg!;fh had caſt off 


the Pope, they had caſt off alſo all Re- 
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lIigion, and became meer eAtherſts ; 
the name of God being never uſed a- 
mongſt them, but witha purpoſe to ex- 
pole it unto ſcorn and prophanation, In- 
fſomuch that the ©* Conſtable of Caſtile , 
*© being ſent to ſwear the Peace conclu- 
& ded with Spazz, when he underſtood 
- © the bulineſle was to be performed in 
* the Chappel,where ſome Anthems were 
* to be ſung, defired that whatſoever 
*© was ſung, Goal name 714Þt not be uſed 
«iz it, and that being forboyn, he was 
© content they ſhould ſins what they Ii- 
fied, King James himlelt fo relates 
the ſtory in Arch-Biſhop Spot:wood , 
fol. 530». 

But the Prince had another game to 
play, namely,the Reſtitution of the Pa- 
latiaate 5 which the Spazzard would not 
ſuffer to be brought under the Treaty, 
reſcrving it (as they pretcnded to be 
beſtowed by the /-fanta after the mar- 
Tiage. the better to ingratiate her ſelf 
with the Eng/zſþh Nation, Which being 
a pojat of too great moment to de- 
pend upon no other aſſurance then a 

Court- 
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Court-Complement, he concluded 
with himſelf chat {ince he could not 
prevalle inthe one, he would not pro- 
ceed unto the Conſummation of the o0- 
ther. And hereupon he was much ed- 
ged on by the Duke of Buckingham, who 
having conceived ſome deep diſpleaſure 
againlt the Code de Olivarez, the ſpe- 
ciall Favourite of that King, deſired ra- 
ther that all Treaties ſhould be broken 
off, then that any Alliance ſhould be 
made in which that Cozde had appeared 
{o in{trumentall, 
 Butit did concern the Prince ſo to 
provide for his own fafety, that no ijn- 
timation might be made of the intended 
Rupture, till he had unwinded himſelf 
out of that Labyrinth into which he was 
caſt, For which cauſe having deſired 
of his Father that ſome ſhips might be 
ſent to bring him home, he ſhewed 
himſelf a more paſſionate lover then 
ever formerly, and made a Prexzeto 
the Catholick King and Don Charles 
his Brother, in his name to eſpouſe the 
Lady Infants 5 which Proexze he left. 
B 5s with 
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vith Dicby, not long before made Earl 
Ot of Priffol, by him to be delivered with- 
in ſome few daijes after the coming of 
thoexpe ected diſpenſation, 

Butno ſooner had he took his leave, 
and was out of danger, but he diſpatcht 
2 Poſt unto him, commanding him not 
to deliver up the Proxte untill further 
order, And havi ing ſodone, he hois © 
a ooo came for Enelan?, arriving at 

415 on Sunday the fifth of 070- 
:20 1622, From whence by Poſt- 
Jories he paſt to London , _ next 
morning, 2 rn ſoby Coach to the King 
at Royſter, to the great content of all 

the Kingdome, declared by Bells, Bon- 
Gr cs, and all other the depen EX» 
preſlions of a publick joy, 

The King bcing made acquainted 
with a!l particulars, and that no Afſu- 
ranc2 could b: had of the Reſtitution 
of te Palatinate, by the advice of his 
Privy Councel, diſpatcht a command to 
the Ear! of Briſſ 1, not to deliver up the 
?rozie unteſſe the buſineſſe of the Pa- 
114472 were concluded allo, Ihe ex- 

pectation 
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pectation whereof not being anſwered 
by Sacceſle, a Parliament is ſummon'd, 
tobegin on the ſixteenth day of Februa- 
ry then next following, to the end that 
all things might be governed in ,this 


great Aﬀtair by the publick Counſel of 


the Kingdom. Not long aiter the begin- 
ning whercof, the Duxe declared be- 
fore both Houſes (more to the diſad- 
vantzge of the Spanzard then there was 
juſt ground for ) how unhandiomely 
they had Gealr with the Prince , when 
he was in Spain; how they had fed him 
with delaies; what incignities they had 
put upon him , and finally had ſent 
him b:ck not onely without the Pala- 
t:aate,but without a Wife ; leavingitto 
their prudent Conſideration what courfe 
to follow. 

It was thereupon voted by both Hou- 
ſes, that his Majeſty ſhould be defired 
to break off all Treaties with the King 
of Spain, and to engage himſelf in a 
war againſt him for the recovery of the 
Palatinate, not Otherwiſe to be obtain- 
ed, And that they might come the 


better. 
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addreſie themſelves unto the Prince , 
whom they aſſured, that they would 
!tznd to him in that War to the yery 
i:\t expcnce of their lives and fortunes; 
and he accordingly being further ſet on 
by the Duke, became their inſtrument

But in the condudt of this Buſineſle , 
2}he Prince conſulted more the Dukes 
paſton, and the pleaſing of the Com- 
110ns in Parliament. then either his own 
o7 the Regal) interelle, For there 1s no- 


thing more unſafe for a King of Erg/arnd, 


then to caſt himiclf upon the neceſhty 
of calling Parliaments, and depending 
on the purſe of the Subject, By means 
whereof, he makes himſelf obnoxious 
to the Humour of any prevailing 
Member in the Houſe of Commons, 
83d becomes lefſe in Reputation both 


3thome and abroad. The Commons,

fince the time of King James, have lel- 
dome parted with a peny , but they 
have paid themſelyes well for it out of 
the Prerogative. 

And this appeared by their procee- 
dings in this very Parliament : For. 
though they had ingaged the King in a 
War with Sp4/z, and granted him three 
Sub/iates, and three Frfteens toward the 
beginning of that War ; yet would 
they not ſuffer that grant to paſſe into 
an A& of Parliament, till the King 
had yielded to another againſt Conccat- 
ments, Inlomuch as_it was affirmed 
by Juſtice Doddrier, at the next Pub- 
lick Afſizes held in Oxford , that the 
King by paſſing of that Act, had bought 
thoſe Subſidies and Fifteens at ten years 
purchaſe» Nor dealt they otherwiſe 
with this Prince then they did with 
his Father, thoſe very Commons who 
had ingaged him 1n the Warre, and 
bound themſelves to make good that 
;ngagement With their lives and for- 
tunes, molt ſhametully dcſerting 
him in the firſt Parliament of his 

Reign, 
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Reign, and after working more and 
more upon his neceſsities, till they had 
Regal Diudem, 


1624, 

But to proceed, the Treaty with 
9pan beinglike to come to a Rupture, 
it was judged neceſlary to counterba]- 
lance the Power of that King by nego- 
tiating a Match with the Princeſle Hez- 
rietta Maria, the youngeſt Daughtcr of 
France; firſt ſet on foot by the Medi- 
ation of the Earl of Ho/layd, who found 
that Court inclinable thereunto . and 
afterwards concluded at the coming o- 
vcr of the Earl of Carlile, joyned in 
Commilsion to that purroſe. It was 
reported, that when ſhe was to!d that 
the Prince of Wales had been at the 
Court, and was gone for Spaiz ; ſhe 
Anſw-red, that zf he went to Spain for 
a Vyife, he might have had on? nearer 
hand, and (aved himſelf a great part of the 
trouble, And I have read, that recei- 


ving at one time two Letters from 
E nel; 24, 
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England, the one from King James, and 
the other from the Prince , ſhe put 
that from King James into her Cabi- 
net, and that from Prince Charles in- 
to her Bolom. Of which King James 
being told, he was exceedingly plea- 
ſed with it, ſaying, that he took it for 
a very good Omen, that ſhe ſhould 
preſerve his Name in her Memory , 
and lodge Charles in her Heart, 


1625. 

During theſe preparations for War 
and Marriage, King James departed 
this life at Theobalds on Sunday the 
twenty ſeventh of March, t4nno 1625, 
Immediately upon whoſe de:th Prince 
Cha;les, was proclaimed at the Court- 
Gates to be King of great Br tain, France, 
and 1ycland, ©. The like done pre- 
ſently after at London, and by degrees 
in all the other Cities and Towns of 
the Kingdome, With infinite rejoycings 
and Acclamations of the People, 

The Funeralls of the deceaſed King 


were celebrated on the ſeventh of 74ay, 
Nis 
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his body being brought from Somerſer- 
Houſe with great Magnificence to Saint 
Peters Church in weitminſter ( where he 
was interred ) the King himſelf being 
principall Mourner. Which though it 
were contrary to the Cuſtome of his 
Predeceſlors, yet he choſe rather to ex- 
preſſe his Piety in attending the dead 
body of his Father to the Funerall Pile, 
then to ſtand upon any ſuch old Nice- 
ties and points of State, 

The Funerall being paſt, he thoughe 
it was time for him to quicken the 
coming over of his deareſt Conſort, to 
whom he had been married on the 
Sunday before at the Church of Noſtre- 
Dame in Paris; the Duke of Cheve2reux 
a Prince of the Houſe of Guife ( from 
which Houſe King Charles derived him- 
ſelf by the Lady Mary of Lorie Wife 
ro James the fifth ) eſpouling the Prin- 
cclle in his Name. 

On Trinity Sunday, late at night, ſhe 
was brought by a Royall Fleet of 
Ships from Builozgn to Dover, which 
being bgnitied to the King who was 

then, 
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then at Canterbury, he. went to her be- 
times the next morning, and recet- 
ved her with great expreſſions of At- 
fection, profcihng that he would be 
no longer Maſter of himſelf , then 
whileſt he was a Servant to her. The 
ſame day he brought her to Cantervu- 
ry, where he gave himſelf upto thoſe 
Embraces, to which from that time he 
confined himſelf with ſuch a Conjagal 
Chaſtity , that on the day beforc his 
death he commanded his Daughter the 
Princeſle E//abeth to tell her Mother, 
that bis thouzhts had never ſtraied from 
ber, and that vis love ſhould be the ſame 
zothe liſt. 

On the Thurſday after being the ſ1x- 
teenth of F«ne, they came from Grave/- 
eya to White-Hall in their Royal Barges, 
attended with an infinite number of 
Lords, Ladies, and other people who 
could get Boats to wait upon them ; the 
Ordnance from the Ships which were 
then preparing for the Wars,thoſe from 
the Merchants Ships, and the Tower of 
Lonaoy, thundering her Welcome as ſhe 
paſt, But 
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But 1n the heat of theſe Solemnities 
and entertainments, the King make 
aot the main Conceraments of him- 
ſelt and the Kingdome, and to that end 
begin his firſt Parliament on Saturday 
the eighteenth of Juze, which fell out 
not uniea{onably, thatthe Frexch Lords 
might fee with what Royall Magnift- 
cence he was attended by the Peers, 
Prelates, and other ore of State , 
( beſides his own Domeſtick Seryants ) 
to the Parljament-Houſe, 

At thetr firſt meeting , he put them 
13 mind of the War in which they had 
ingaged his Father, and of the promiſe 
they had made to ſtand to him in it 
with their lives and fortunes ; that both 
his Land and Sea-Forces were now in 
rcadinefle to fet forwards , and that 
there wanted nothing but a preſent 
ſupply of money to quicken and ex- 
pedite the Aﬀair. In Anſwer where- 
unto, the Commons paſt a Bill of two 
Subſidies onely, ſo ſhort of the ex- 
ceſſive Charge which the Maintenance 
of ſo great aFlcet and Army required 

at 
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at their hands, that bcing diſtributed a- 
mongſt the Officers, Souldiers, and 
Mariners, it would ſcarce have ſerved 
for A4vance-money to ſend them going» 
Which notwithſtznding, the King very 
oraclouſlly acceptcd of it, raking it as 
an Earneſt of their good AlteCtions, in 
reference to the grcater dummes which 
were to follow, 

But the Plague growing hot in Zox- 
don, the Parliament on the eleventh 
day of July was adjourned to Oxford , 
there to be held on the firſt of Avgnſt, 
at what time the King put them 1n 
mind again of the neceſſity of ſetting 
forward his Flcet, and that the eyes of 
his Confederates were fixt upon it. Þut 
the Commons had ether fiſh to fry, and 
began to quarrel at the greatnefle of the 
Duke of Buck:n2hamr, whom in the latt 
Parliament of King Jes they had 190- 
lized above all men living. But he 
had ſerved their turne already, and 
now they meant to ſerve; their own, 


This was the firſt Aſſanle which the 


Com» 
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Commons made upon this King, though 
not direfly on his Perſon, wounding

him thorough the ſides of his principal : 


Miniſter ; they were ſo well verſt in 
the Arts of a Parliament-War, as to 
take jn the Out-works firſt, that ſo the 
Fort it ſclf might lie. the more open to 
continuall Batteries.

| fiege, when he might have madea ſafe | 
retreat unto his ſhips without loſſe or

In the mean time his Majeſty ncither 
negleted his Afﬀairs at home nor his 
Friends abroad : At home he found the . 
| Peritan faction to be much increaſed by 
| the remiine{l« of the government of 
| Arch-bilhop -1bbat, whom therefore 
| he iuſpended from all Ins Merropolt- 

tica!l Juriſuition, and confined him to 
his Houſe at Ford in Kewt, committing 
the exercile thereof to the Biſhops of 
Lindon , Dirham , Roche/ter , Oxford , 
} Bath and Wells ,doy Letters Patents, bear- 
ing date the 9g. day of October, 4nno 
| 16-7, Abroad he found the Princes 
of Germany worimed out of their E- 
ſtates, one after another, by the Em- 
perouts Forces, the King of Denmark 
(whom they had made the Head of 
their League ) being driven out of the 
Countrey by Count Tidy, and hardly | 
able to defend his own Domi- 


nions, No Prince ſo fit for the 
pro- 
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proſecution of that cauſe, as Guſtavas 
Adolphus, King of Sweden, whom t here- 
fore he cles into the Noble Order of 
the Garter,and folemly inveſts him with 
1tin the midſt of his Army, then lying at 
the Siege of Darſaw, a Town of Pome- 
rclla belonging to the Crown of Poland, 
on Sunday the twcnty third of October, 
of the ſame year allo. At which time 
he laid the grounds of that Contedera- 
cy, which being ſeconded by the French, 
the States of the United Provinces, and 
the diſtreſſed Princes of the Em- 
pire, brought that King into Germany 3 
where he gave the firſt great check to 
the Experonrs fortunes , and had reſto- 
red the Prince EleCtor Palative to his 
ancient Patrimony , if he had not fal-' 
len unfortunately at the Battell of 
LitZen,

Being thus ingaged and embroiled , 
he gave a beginning to his third Parli- 
ament on the ſeventeenth of arch,

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J and freely declares to them the neceſſi- 

1 ties under which he lay : in Anſwer 
whereunto the Commons voted five 
Subfeaies , but meant he fhould pay 
dearly for them before he had them. 
Such grievances as they thought fit to 

| inf{t upon, were caſt into the mcld of 

j a petition, by them called a Petztion of 
Rie'”t z, which if the King granted, he 
mult loſe his prerogative ; if he deni- 

ed 1t, he muſt loſe all hopes of their 
fupply in his great extremities The 
conſideration of which laſt induced 
him to yield to their defires, and con- 
firm thar petttton by Act of Parliament; 
the Prerogative never fo much deſcen- 
ding from Perch to popular Lure, as 
by that conceſſion. But though this 
Ac of grace might have glivea fatisfa- 
'F Ction even to ſupererogation (as one 
| well obſcrveth) yet the Commoiis were 
not fo contented, but were preparing 
a Remonſtrance to take away his Right 
j of Tonnave and Poundage. as diiclaimed 
by him in that Act; which coming to 


the Kings knowledge, on the twenty 
| fixth 
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ſixth of Tune he adjourns the Parlia- 
ment til] the twentieth day of OdGobcy 
then next enſuing. 


In the mean time the Duke prevares 
for the rc]1ef of Kochel, both by Sea and 
Land, and being ready to ſet fail, was 
ſuddenly cut off at Ports-mzonth by the 
hand of one John Felton , a. diſconten- 
ted Officer of the laſt years Army, al- 
ledging no other reaſon for that bloody 
act, but that the Duke had been decla- 
red an Enemy to the Common-wealth, 
In a K:2-n{trance tendred tothe King in 
the former Scſlion. 


But ſuch was the conftancy of the 
Kings temper, and the known evenneſ\s 
of his ſpirit, that this ſad Accident 
made. little or no ſtop in the procee- 
dings of the Fleet, which at the Jaſt 
ſet forwards under the command of the 
Earl of Lizd/ey; who found the Haven 
of Roche! fo ſtrongly barred, that it 
was utterly impoſiible for his Ships to 
force their way (though 1t was gallant- 
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| ly attempted) -nd pive relief to' the 

beſieged ; who thereupon ſet open 

| their Gates, and received their King 1n- 
to their Town without more delay,

I But this littſe edified with the facti- 
on in the houſe of Commons, who not 
onely took upon them the reforming of 
the Church and State, but called the 
Cyſiomers in queſtion for levying Tox- 
age and Ponndage, not then granted 
(nor ever likely to be granted as it had 
been | 
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been formerly ) by ACt of Parliament, 
and diſtraining ſuch Merchants goods 
as refuſed to pay it, And in this point 
they went ſo high, that fearing they 
ſhould be dillolved before they had 
vented their own paſhons in that par- 
ticular , upon the ſecond day of March 
they lockt the Doors of the Parliament- 
houſe, kept the key thereof in one of 
their pockets, and held the Speaker by 
ſtrong hand in his Chair, till they had 
thundred out their Anathema's not one= 
ly againſt ſuch as ſhould dare to levie 
it, but thoſe alſo who ſhould wil- 
lingly pay it. The news of which ri- 
otous proceeding being brought im- 
mediately to the King, he ſent his Band 
of Penfioners, accompanied by his or- 
dinary Guard, to force open the doors, 
and going himſelf to the Houſe of 
Pecrs, he diflolved the Parliament, 
not having continued in that Seſſion 
above forty dayes.

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Oa the jadgement of theſe two his 
Majeſty did much rely in Civil mat- 
ters, as he did on the advice of Do- 
or Ne:le then Biſhop of Dsrham, and 
Doctor Zaud then Biſhop of B:th and 
YVells, ta matters which concerned the 
Church, Theſe laſt he had called un- 
ro his Council in the beginning of A- 
pril, 1627. and finding them to be of 
as great abilities to adviſe, as {incere 
affections to his perſon ; he advanced- 
the firſt tothe See of YYimcheſter, and 
afterwards to the Archbiſhoprick. of 
York, Anno 1631. the ſecond to the 
Sce of London, and from thence to 
Canterbury, Anns 1633:

But whileſt 1t was ſuch hot weather 
at home, it grew cold abroad, the 
breach betwixt him and Frazce being 
cloſed up at the ſame time, by the pru- 
dent and (eaſonable intervention of the 
State of Vemce, And not long after he

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of Spair, all things being left on both 
ſides in the ſame condition in which 
they were before the war, but that the 
Spaniard did inpage that he would make 
ule of all his Intereſt with the Empe- 
rour, for reſtoring the Prince Elector

And now the King having thrown a- 
way his Crutches ( which had as often 
deceived him as he truſted to them ) 
he began to ſtand on his own legs, and 
in ſhort time became more confidera- 
ble in the eyes of the world then any 
of his Predeceflors. The Spariardient 
hither yearly in Ergliſh Bottoms no 
cfle then {1x hundred thouſand Crowns 
zn Bullion, for the uſe of his Army in 
the Netherlaizds, redounding very much 
to the Kings benefit inthe coinage,and 
no leſle to the profit of the Merchants 
alſo, moſt of the money being retuin- 
ed into Flanders tn Leather, Cloth, 
Lead, Tinne, and other the manutfa- 
{ures and Native. Commadities. of 


this Kiogdome.. The Dutch and Eafter-

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lings lookt upon London as the ſafeſt 
Bank, not onely to lodge, but increaſe 
their Trezſure; ſo that in ſhort time 
the greateſt part of the Trade of 
Chriſtendome was driven up the

To make him yet more eſtimable in 
the Gght of his People, God bleſt him 


with a Son, the preſumptive Heir of 


his Domintons , on the twenty ninth of 
May , Arno 1630. and ſeconded that 
blcfling with the birth of a Daughter 
on the fourth of November, in the 
next year after, as afterwards with a 
plentifull iflue of both Sexes.

Nor did he meet with any check in 
his Proſperity till the year , 633. at what 
time the Coles of Fa:7zon and Sediton , 
which ſcemed for ſome years to have 
been raked up 1n the aſhes of content- 


ment, kindled the next combuſtible 
mat=- 
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matter and brake forth again to the in= 
flaming of both Kingdoms. Scotland |} 
burneth firſt, and takes fire on this oc- 
caſton. 


In the minority of King James, the 
Lands of all Cathedral! Churches and | 
Religious Houſes which had been ſetled 
on the Crown by Act of Parliament, | 
were ſhard amongſt the Lords and | 
great men of that Kingdome, (by the ' 
connivence of the Earl of Murray, and | 
ſome other of the Regents) to make 
them ſure unto the fide. And they be- 
ing thus poſſeſſed of the ſaid Lands, 
with the Regalities and Tithes belong- 
ing to thoſe Fcclefiaſticall Corporati- | 
ons, Lorded it with pride aud inſo- |! 
lence enough 1n their 'everall Territo- 
ries, holding the Clergy to ſmall ſtj- 
pends , and the poor Piiſant under a 
miſcrable vaſlalage, and ſubjeQion to 


them. 


King Charles ingaged in War at his 
firſt coming to the Crown, and ha- 


ving | 
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ving little aid from thence for the main- 
tenance of it. by the advice of his Coun- 
ci! of that Kingdome, was put upon a 
courſe of reſuming thoſe Lands, Tithes 
and Repalitics into his own hands, to 
which the preſcnt Occupants could pre- 
tend no other Title then the unjuſt u- 
ſurpation of their Anceſtors. This he 
endeavoured, firſt by an ACt of Repoca- 
tion, but that courſe not being like to 
ſpecd, he followed it in the way of a 
legal proceſſe, which drew on the Com- 
miſſion for ſurrenaring of Superiorities 
and Tithes, to beretaken from the King 
on ſuch conditions, as might bring 
ſome profit to the Crown, ſome Aug- 
mentation to the Clergy, and far more 
eaſe and bencfit ts the common peo- 
p'c. Put theſe proud Scots chule ra- 
ther to expoſe their Countrey to the 
danger of a publick AKuine, then to part 
with any of that power (it might be 
called a Tyranny rather ) which they

this Crown, had a deſign to bring the 
A Kirk of Scotlaxd to an uniformity with

| | ment and forms of worfhip. And he 
lf proceeded fo far as to ſettle Fp:ſcopacy 
| | among{t them, naming thirtcen new 
Biſhops for ſo many+Epiſcopal Sees as 
had been anciently 1n that Church; three 
of which received Conſecration from 
the Biſhops of England, and confer- 
xed it on the reſt of their Brethren at 
their 
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their coming home. Which Biſhops 
he armed alſo wih the 5: wer of an 
High Commiſs/04, the butter to Kkecp 
down the mmfolent 4»d domincering 
Spirit of the Pres/yrerizys, In order 
to the Oo her, h: rrocurcd an Act to 
be paſled in the £{ſembly at Aberdeen, 
e#n916 6, for compoling a Liturgy, 
and extratning a new Book of Canons 
out of the {catered Adts of their old 
Aſſrmblirs. At the Alſzmbly held at 
Perth, Anno 1518, ne gbtaived an Or- 
der for recciving the Commanon kneel 
ing for adminiltring Baptiſme and the 
Lords Supper in private Houſes, in ca- 
ſes of extreme neccflity, for Epiſcopall 
Confirmation ; and hnally, for the ce- 
Icbrating the Anniverfarics of our 
Saviours Birth, his Paſſion, Reſurre- 
ftion and Aſcenſion, and the coming 
down of the Holy Ghoſt, All which 
he got to be confirmed in the follow- 
ing Parliament, 

So fer that wile King had advanced 
the work of Uniformity , before his 


engaging in the Cauſe of the Palati- 
| pate, 
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mate. His Breach with Spar, and the 
War which did iſſue upon it took oft 
his thoughts from proſecuting that de- 
ſign, which his ſon, being more intan- 
pled in Wars abroad and Diſtempers 
at home, had no time to fniſh till he. 
had ſetled his Aftaires, and attained to 
ſome meaſure both of Power and Glo- 
ry, Butbcing it was a buſineſſe which 
was to be acted Jeiſurely and by de- 
grees, not all at once, he firſt reſolved 
upon paſling of an AQ of Ratificatior 
of all that had been done by his Fa- 
ther, and then to go in hand with tke 
introducirg of a publick Liturgie, In 
the effecting whereof, at ſuch time as 
he went into Scotlaxd to receive that un- 
fortunate Crown, he found a ſtronger 
oppoſition in the Parliament of that 
Kingdome alſo, about the paſling of that 
At of Ratification, then he had reaſon 
to expect - But carried it at laſt by a far 
major part of that Aſſembly. 
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ment; but he went forward notwith-

But the Presbyterzan Scots not 1gno- 
rant of the Kings intentions, infinuated

viſibly appeared by a virulent and ſedt- 
tious Libel, publiſhed in the ycar 1634, 
wherein the King was lot onely char- 
ged with altering the Government of 
that kingdome, but traduced for very 
ſtrong 1nclinations to the religion of the 
Church of Xame, The chief Ab<tior 
whereof (tor the Author was nut to be 
found } was the Lord Baimerino, for 
which he was legally convict:d and 
condemned of treaſon , but pardoned 
by the Kings great goodveſle, and by 
that pardon kept alive for the miſchiefs 
following.

Nor were there any leſſe Apprehen- 
ſions infuſed into them by ſome zea- 
lous Patriots, who moſt ambitiouſly 
affected the Title of ÞiA2v Ion 04 Ky 
PiAomd Au in the Orators language, the 
profeſt Champions of the Property and 
Liberty of the Engliſh Nation; the oc- 
cafion this : The Soveraignty of the 
narrow SEas, had not onely been in- 
vaded by the Hollanders during the late 
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troubles both at home and abroad ; but 
that invaſion had been juſtified in ſome 
publick writings. And thereupcn, by 
the Advice of Mr, Nvy his Attorny 
Generall, he iſſued certain writs in the 
tenth year of his Reign, eAmns 1634. 
directed to all the Port Towns of the 
Kinzdome, to fet out a certain num- 
ber of Ships furniſht with Mariners, A- 
munitzon, Victuals, and all other ne- 
celſiries, for defence of the Realm ; 
which Writs he afterwards extended 
alſo to the inland Counties, following 
therein the examples of his Predeceſ- 
ſors, with which none was better able 
to inſtruct him, then he that gave him 
that Advice. By means whereof he did 
not only recover that Dominion which 
bclonged to him on the Sea, but very 
much improved and enricht the Land, 
as before1s ſaid, © Which notwithſtan- 
ding , ſome of the diſcontented mem- 
bers of the former Parliament, and 0- 
thers of the ſame party, nader colour 
of ſtanding in defence of the Rights 
and Properties of the Subject, did ſtub- 

bornly 
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bornly oppoſe the payment of that im- 
policion, 1n which the Honour, Wealth, 
and Happineſſe of this Kingdome was 
ſo much concerned. And though the 
King had the opinion of all the Judges, 
under their hands to juſtifie his procee- 
dings init; yet choſe he rather to pro- 
ceed againſt them in alegall way, then 
to make uſe of any arbitrary power , 
or the opinion of Judges, which ex- 
trajudicially had been given in the 
caſe. And ſo well did he proſper init, 
that when it came to be argued in the 
Exchequer-chamber, of the twelve 
Judges, ten abſolutely declared them- 
ſeives for the lawfulneſle of it; the 0- 
ther two (being Cr90k and Hutton) dil- 
ſenting openly from that opinion, to 
which they had formerly ſubſcribed.So 
that here bcing a mixture alſo both of 
Chriſtian and Civil Libertics, which 
were given out to be in danger; it isno 
marvel if the Faction in both Nations 
did conſpire together , to diſturbthe 
peace and happinelle of this flouriſhing 
Kingdome. 
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The ground thus laid, it was thoughr 
fit the firſt part of the Tragedy ſhould 
be plaid in Scoi/and, The Biſhops of 
that Church, though they liked well e- 
nough of the Ezel/f Liturgy , deſired 
a Liturgy of their own, for fear of ac- 
knowledging ſome dependency of that 
Church on this ; which being compo- 
ſed amongſt themſelves, and approved \, 
by ſome of the Erglihh Prelates, to 
whom his Majeſty referred the peruſall 
of it, was recommended to the Scots 
for the uſe of that Church, and the 
twenty third day of July, C4nns 1637, 
appointed for the firſt exerciſeand rea- 
ding of it - on this occafion followed the 
{edition at Ederburgh, encouraged un- 
der-hand by the Marqueſſe of Hamilion , 
the Earls of Roxborow and Traquazr, and 
many other of the Kings falſe ſervants, 
both in Gourt and Councel. 

. Thisſeditton afterwards brake out in- 
to open Action, the principal] _— 
ers 
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lers againſt the Book of Common- 
Prayer, and the Kings proceedings in 
the ſame, engaging the whole Nation 
in a ſolemn Covenant for the Extirpa- 
tion of Epiſcopacy,and whatſoever they 
were pleaſed to comprehend under the 
generall Names of Hereſge and Super ſt- 
tioz, 1n which not onely the five Arti- 
cles of Per:h, but the whole Commen- 
Prayer-Book was intended by them, 
And that they might be ſure to keep 
their party together, they bound them- 
ſelves in the ſaid Covenant, to ſtand to 
one another in purſuance and defence 
thereof, againſt all manner of perſons 
whaiſoever , the King himſelf not be- 
ing excepted. And though the King , 
by the perſwaſion of Hamyton here, and 
his untruſty ſervants there, gave or- 
der for the ſuppreſſing of that Ziturzy, 
the High Commilhon, the book of Ca- 
nons, and even the Articles of Perth, 
though confirmed in Parliament, yet 
nothing could content their pride and 
inſolency , but the utter aboliſhing of 
Epiſcopal government: which ſince the 
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found the King reſolved not to yield 


unto, they were reſolved to do it with- 
out him 3; in their Aſſembly held at 


| Glaſco, aboliſhing the Epiſcopal Order,

and thundring their Azathema's and ex- 
| communications, not onely againſt the 
| Biſhops themſelves, but all ſuch as ad- 
[ kered unto them, And that they might 
i be before-hand with him, they interce- 
i pted his Revenews, ſurpriſed all his 
| Forts and Caſtles, and finally put them=- 
[ ſelycs into open Armes, 


ll 1629, 


This forced the King to ſet forth a- 
[ gainſt them, accompanicd with an Ar- 
Wl; my Rovall, and furniſhed with ſuch a 
If gallant Company of Lords and Gen- 
4'  tlemen, as might aſſure him of acheap 

| and eafte victory» But he concetving 
that the terrour of his coming would 
reduce the Scots to obedience without 
blows or bloodſhed, reſolved in him- 
ſelf not to outgo Muſter and Oftentation ; 


q and thereupon was very ealily intrea- 
"I ted 
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ted to refcr all differences between 
them to certain Commiſhoners of both 
Kingdoms, 

By their negotiation a generall Ac- 
cord Was made at Barwzck on the ſeven- 
teenth of Zune Anno 1639. upon Which 
the King preſently disbanded his For- 
ces, and returned towards London, ha- 
ving effected ncthing by his chargeable 
cxpedition, but bis making the Scots 
more inſolent then before they were, 
- and giving them a greater Reputation 
in the eye of the world then before 


they had 3; of which he became aſlu- 


red and fenfible when. it was too late, 


For no ſooner had he disbanded his 
Army , but the Pacrfication ( ſuch as it 
was ) was openly proteſted againſt in 
the Scots Army; and many falle copies 
of it were ſcattered abroad, to make 
it more diſhonourable to the King, and 
of more advantage to themſclves, The 
Officers of their Army were rctained 
in pay, the old form of holding Par- 
laments inthat Kingdome was altered 
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by them, and the prerogatives of the 
Crown invaded ; their words and a- 
Ctions tending to a more generall De- 
feltion then before, So that the King 
was fain to call home his Sheat-Anchor 
the Lord Lieutenant of 7re/and, whom 
not long after he created Earl of Straf- 


ford, inthe County of Tk, By whole 


advice, ſeconded by the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, his Majeſty about the be- 
ginning of Decewbey gave a publick inti- 
mation of a Parliament, to begin on 
the thirteenth day of April then next 
following. 

And it was intimated ſo long before- 
hand for theſe two reaſons. Firſt,that 
the Lord Lieutenant of eliza might in 
the mean time hold a Parliament in that 
Kingdome, which he did , and mana- 
oed ſo much to the Kings advantage, 
that an Army of 8000 Horſe and Foot 
was ſpeedi'y raiſed, and money gran- 
ted by the Parliament to keep themin 
pay, and furniſh them with Ammunt- 
tion, Arms, and all other neceſlaries. 


Secondly, that by the Reputation - a 
Ol- 
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following Parliament, he might be the 
better enabled to borrow money for the 
carrying onof the war, in caſe the Par- 
liament ſhould fail him, as it after did. 
For being come together at the time 
appointed, inſtead of Atting any thing 
in order to his Majeſtics ſervice, they 
were at the point of paſling a Yote for 
blaſting his war againſt the Scors, To 
prevent which his Majeſty was forced 
to diflolve them on the fifth of May, 
the (orvocation ſhll continuing , who 
granted him a Benevolence of foure | 
ſhillings in the pound for all their Fc- {| 
cleſiaſticall promotions, to be paid fix | 
years together then next enſuing, | 


The Members of the diſſolved Parli- | 
ament inflamed the peeplein all parts | 
of the Kingdome with ſuch diſcontent- 
ments,which aCtually brake out inSoath- 
wark \nto open ledition, not pacified 
without much danger , and: the execu- 
ting of the principal Leader. In the mid- 
dle of which Diſtempers his Majeſty 
was bleſt with a third Son, born og the 
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eight of Fuly, Chrifined by the name of 
Henry, and by his majeſtics command 
called Duke of GloceSfer.

To welcome this young Prince into 
the world, the Scots put themſelves 1n- 
to Armes again, and backt by a ſtrong 
faction here , thought that they could 
not do enough by ſtanding on their de- 
Tence at home, unleſle they entred Eng- 
L111d allo, as they did accordingly, But 
they took not his Majeſty upprovided, 
who had raiſed another gallant Army 
ur:der the command of the Earl of Nor 
#humterland, as chief Generall , and the 
Earl of Strafford as the chief Comman- 
der under him; himſelf with all ſpeed 
poſting. towards the North, as ſoon as 
the News of this invaſion had been 
brought unto him. But fcarce was 
he well ſctled inthe head of his Army, 
but he was followed by a Petition 
from ſome Lords of Erg/and, confor- 
mable in the main points of itto a 
Decla« 
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Declaration. of the Scots, which they 
called the Intention of the Army, So 
that the Cloud which gathered behind 
him 1n the South, threatned more dan- 
ger to him then the Norcheyw Tempeſt, 
which blew direQtly in his teeth. . 
Sailing thus between Scyl/a and Cha- 
r:/bdis, tt concerned him to ſteer as even 
a courſe as the could, and thereupon 
he ſummoned the great Conncel. of his. 
Peers to attend him at 7ork.,' that do- 
ing nothing in this great buſineſle with- 
out their advice, he might give himfelf 
the better hopes of their afliſtance, as 
his occafions ſhould require. By their 
advice Commiſhoners are appointed 
to treat with the $co7s, to underſtand 
their Grievances , the' reaſonableneſle 
or unreafonableneſle of their Demands. 
and finally to make up the breach by 
fach an Accommodation as might'icon- 
duce to the peace and happineſfe of 
both Kingdomes, and his Majeſties 
honour. 
In the mean time he calls a Parlia- 
ment, to begin at »-finſter the third 
day 
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day of November then next following, 
which if it had been held at York, as 
lying neareſt to the danger and Sccne 
of action , might not have proved {o 
fatall and deſtrutive to him as it af- 
ter did, 

In the beginning of this Parliament, 
he caſt himſelf on the love and loyal- 
ty of his Exel:/b Subjets, in which ke 


found himſelf deceived of his expeQati- 


en. Forthefirſt thing they did, was to 
deprive him ofthe Gounſels ofthe Lord 
Lieutenant of 7reland., and the Archbi- 
thop of Canterbury, and. thereby to ter- 
rifie all others from: adhering to him in. 
the times of his greateſt need. Theſe 
they impeacht of High Treaſon, remo- 
yed them from the Houſe of Peers, and 
committed them to the Tower of London, 
where the: Archbiſhop ſtaid four years 
before any particular charge,or aby pro- 
{ecution upon that charge, was brought 
againſt him,, But with the Lord Liew- 
tenant of Ireland they made quicker 
work, inviting the People: of all- the 
three Kingdomes to bripg then in ſuck 
mat- 
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matter as they had or could deviſe a- 
oainſt him ; and having made all things 
ready for a publick Tryall,they brought 
bim to the Bar before the Peers, fitting 
in Feftmizſier-Hall on the ſixth of April 
then next following ; but he ſo rational- 
ly pleaded in bis own behalf, and fo 
fully ſatisficd all objetions which were 
made againſt him, that the Commong 
were fain to defiſt from the Courſe 
which they bad begun, and to pro- 
ceed againſt him in a Bill of A- 
tainder, 

For the better paſſing whereof the 
Commons framed a: Prote//ation onthe 
third of May, in many things not un- 
like the Scot:z/þ Covenant before menti- 
oned, by which they bound themſelves 
among other things, to maintain and de- 
fend the Pawrr aud Priviledges of Parlia- 
ment , the lawfull Rights and Liberties of 
the Subject, to endexvow tobring to con- 
digne puniſhment, all ſuch as ſhall et:her 
by Force, Pratlice, Plats, Counſcls and 
Conſpiractes , on otherw'ſe, do any thing 
to- the coxtzary 5 ( amongſt which

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| they reckon the Earl of Srraffrd to be 
one) ard finally to ſlandunto one another, 
[ and to every other perſon whatſoever in

Lords by Tumules, and afterwards the 
King by their importunities to paſſe 
that utbhappy Bill of A#temaer ; which 
havirig obtained, they' brought him to 
the Scaffold on: Tower-Hill on the thir- 
teenth of May, where with as much 
Chriſtian confidence-and magnanimity 
as could be expreſt by fleſh and blood, 
he dehvered up his neck to the Exe-

In o0:der to this great work which | 
they knew the Scots much laboured for, 
and had declared ſo much in a Pamph. {| 
let called The zrrt23t 10005 of the Army, at 
their firſt coming into England, the lea | 
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ding men m the houſe of Commons 
held a ſtrict correſpondency with the 
$:ots Commiſhoners then refiding in 
Lowdoen, and yoted no leſle the three 
hundred-thouſand/pounds.(by the name 
of a brotherly Aſsaitance) to be given to 
the Scots in generall , under colour 
of repairing ſuch damages as they had 
ſuſtained irvthetitme of this breach, but 
1 plain truth to bind theny faſt unto 
themfelves, And having -made ſure 
work- with them, they deprived the 
King by little and hetle of alinoſt all 
the ancient. and -nadvubted: pretoga-

The power of calling Parliaments , 
incaſe of hisnegle& or refufall, is put 
into the hands of Sherifts and Conſta- 
bles; his right to Tormage: and, Pownlage 
muſt be diſclaimed by - Act of: Pazlia- 
ment; the 3:// of the 4#tainder of the 
Earl of S:rafford, and that for the con- 
teifnaince of hes Parlamentduring'the 
pkafore. of the Houſes, arecxtorted 
by tirinalts, And by theterrour I 
ike 
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like, the Act for Kn124thood is repeal- 
ed, and the impoſition for fhip-mony 
condemned as an illegall Tax, and a- 
boliſhed alſo. The like Atts paſled a- 
painſt the office of the Clerk of the 
Market, the Court of Starneries, his 
P:opriety in the making of Gun-pow- 
der, the authority of the Conurncil-Table , 
the Courts of Srar-chamber and [High 
Commiſiton, the juriſdiction of the Ec- 
clefiaſticall Courts, as alfo the Prefidi- 
all Courts held for along time in York 
and the Marches of Wales.

Taenext Summer makes him maſter

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red all parts beyond Trent ( but the 
Town of Hull ) of the enemies For- 
ces And with his own Army under 
the command of Prince Rupert, and 
Prince Manrice ( two of the younger 
Sons of his Siſter El:z2abeth Qucen of 
Bohemia ) hereduced the Citics of Brz- 
ſtol, and Exeter, the Port Town of //ay- 
mouth, and all the Towns of ary im- 
portance in the YYeſtern parts, except 
Pool, Lime and Plimonth, So thar he 
was In a manner the abſolute Com- 
mander of the Counties of Pts, Dor- 
ſet Somerſet, Deven, and Cornwall, And 
though the Towns of P/;muth, Lime, 
and Poo! {til] held out againſt him, yet 
were they ſo bridled by his neighbou- 
ring Garri{ons, that they were not able 
to create him any great Diſturbance. 


The noiſe of theſe ſucceſſes was ſo 
loud at Zondorn, that moſt of the leading

The news whereof being brought to 
Oxford, Prince Rupert 1s diſpatcht with 
2s much of the Kings forces as could 
well be ſpared, with a Commiſhon to 
raiſe more out of the Counties of C/he- 
fer , Salop, Stafford, Darty, Leicefter,and 


Laxcaſier, So that he came before

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York with an Army of twelve thouſand 
Men, reiicved the Town with all things 
necetlary, and might have gone away

unfought with , but that ſuch Counſel! - 


was too cold for fo hot a ſtomach, Re- 
ſolved upon the onſet, he encountred 
vith the enemy at a placecalled Mar- 
ſ:on-m9007, where the left Wing of his 
Horte gave ſuch a fierce Charge on the 
right Wing of the enemy , conſiſting 
of Sir Thema: Fai: fax his Horſe in the 
Van, and the Sco# Horſe in the Reete 
that they fc11 foul on that part of their 
own Foot which was made up of the 
Lord Fairfax his Regiments, and a re- 
ſerve of the Scets, which they brake 
woolly, and trod mult of them under 
zhcir Horſes feet.

On the ſixteenth of Aprzl ſhe began 
ner journey, the King bearing her com- 
pany as far as A/inedon, where they 
took leave of one another, neither of 
them having any the leaſt preſage, that 
the parting Kiſſe which they then took 
wasto be thcirlaſt,Convord with a {uf- 
ncient {trength of Horſe for her ſecurt- 
ty 03 the way, ſhe wasreccived there 
with as much magnificence as tbat City 
was abie to expretſe 5 and on the (1x- 
tcenta day of June Was ſately dclive- 
zcd of a Daughter, whom ſhe Chri- 
itened by the name of Hezrieta, 


Ailoon as ihe had well paſſed over 
we weakneſſes and infirmities incident 
to Child-bed, ſhe committed the young 
Princefie to the Lady Dalkerth,a Daugh= 
:er of Sir Eaward Villiers, one of the

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ham, and wite unto the Lord Dalk-;th, 
the eldeſt Son of the tarl of Meourtoy, 
Which having done ( according to 
ſome inſtructions which ſhe had recei- 
ved from the King) ſhe took ſhipping at 
Pendennis Caſtle on the fifteenth of Ja- 
Iy, and paſled into France, there tone- 
vwotiate for ſome ſupplies of money, 
Arms and Ammunition for the advance 
of his Mijeſties ſervice, and to cont1- 
nue howſoever ,jn the Court of the 
King her Brother, till ſhe might return 
again in Honour and ſafety. 


And to ſay truth, Fer Removall from 
Oxford was not onely ſealonable, but 
excceding necellary at that time, the 
Earl of Ffſex, and Sir William Waller 
with their ſeverall Forces not long at- 
ter her departure drawing neer to Ox- 
ford ; on whoſe approch his Majeſty 
leaving the greateſt part of his Army 
for defence of that place, marched 
on directly towards Y/al:s. Upon the 
News whereof, it was thought fit by 


the two Generals, to divide ther

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Armies ; it being agrecd upon that Sir 
w:liam Waller ſhould purſue the King , 
and that the Earl of £/ex ſhould march 
towards the eſt, for the regaining of 
thoſe Countries. 

And now the myſtery of iniquity ap- 
peared 1n its proper colours: For 
whereas it was formerly given out by 
the Houſes of Parliament, that they 
had undertaken the war, for no other 
reaſon but to remove the King from 
his evil Counſellors : thoſe evil Connſel- 
lonis were left at Oxford unmoleſted , 
and the Kings Perfon onely hunted. 

But the King underſtinding of this 
diviſion, thought himſclt able enough 
to deal with W:ller, and giving him the 
20 by, returned towards Oxf-rd, drew 
thence thercmainder of his Army, and 
gave him afhirp mceting at a place cal-

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During this march , it hapned that 
one of the Carriages brake in a long 
narrow lane which they were to paſlc , 
and gave his Majeſty a ſtop at a time of 
an intolerable ſhower of rain which fel! 
upon him - Some of his Courtiers, and 
others which were neer about him, of- 
ferred to hew him outa way through 
the hedges with their ſwords, that he 
might get ſhelter in ſome of the Villa- 
ges adjoyning ; but he reſolved nor to 
foriake his Canon upon any occaſion, 
At which when ſome about him ſcem- 
ed toadmire, and marvelled ati the pa- 
tience which he ſhewed in thar extre- 
mity, his Majeſty lifting up his hat, 
made anſwer, That as God hid giver 
him Affiict1ons te exerciſe his patience, ſo 
he bid gzven him patience to bear his Af- 
flitiens, Aſpecch fo heavenly and Di- 
vine, that it is hardly to be parallel'd by 
any of the mcn of God in all the Scri- 
pture. 

The cariage being mended, he went 
forward again, and irod io cluſe upon

rience and Moderation for ſo great a 
truſt. 

By thele new Generals the fortune of 
the War, and the wholeeſtate of the 
Kingdome , which lay then at {take, 
cameto bedcecided. For Fa fax hearing 
that the King was 'come back as far as 
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Daventry ( which wasthe matter he de- 
fired) made direQly towards him, with 
an intent to give him battel, and at a 
place ncer Vaſeby in Northamptonſhire, 
the two Armies met on Saturday the 
14.0f /uve. The Kipg had the Soo 
at the firſt, but Prince Rupert having 
routed one wing of the enemies Horle, 
followed the chace ſo unadviſediy, that

ho preſſing hotly on them, put them 
Ks an abſolute rout, and made them= 
ſelves Maſters of his Camp, Carriage 
and Canon, and amongſt other things, 
of his Majeſties Cabinet, in which they 


found many of his Letters, moſt of 


them 66A to the Queen, which 
were after publiſht with little honour 
to them that did it. For whereas the 
Atheni.:ns on the like ſucceſſe had inter- 
cepred a packet of Letters from Philp 
Kiog of Macedon, their moſt bitter ene- 
my, unto ſeveral friends, all the reſt 


of 


of thole Letters being broke open be- Y 


fore the Common Council of Athens, 
one of which was ſubſcribed to the 
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Queen Oly»wp:z4,was returned untoucht; 
' the whole Senate thinking it a ſhame- 
* fall and diſhoneſt act to diſcover and 
betray the Conjugall ſecrets betwixt 
man and wife. A modeſty in which 
thole of Athens ſtand as much com- 
mended by Helladins Biſantinus, an an- 
cient Writer, as the chief leading men 
of the Houſes of Parliament are like to 
ſtand condemned for the want of it 11 
ſucceeding Hiſtories, 


But we return unto the King ; who 
having ſaved himſelf by Hight, gathe- 
red together ſome part of his ſcattered 
Forces, but never was able to make 
head againſt the conquerors 3; loſing 
one placeafter another, till his whole 
ſtrength was almoſt reduced to Oxford, 
and ſome few Garriſons adjoyning. I 
{hall take notice onely of ſome of the 
principal, vis, Cheiter, Conway, Here- 
ford, Briſtol, and Exeter, on which ſo 
great a part of his affairs did moſt e- 
[pecially depend. 
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Chrſter firſt comes within the danger, 
a City of great importance in thoſe 
parts of the Kingdome. To the relief of 
this place then befieged by Sir /-:/iane 
Brercton, Collonel Jones , andorhers of 
that party, and at that time brought to 
{ome aiſtreſſe, he made all the conve- 
nient ſpeed he could; but was purſu- 
ed upon the way, and charged in front 
by the befiegers , betwixt whom this 
{mall Army was routed at a place cal- 
ted Brutox-Heath, and the Lord Bernard 
Stwart (newly creatcd Eatl of Lichfield) 
kiled upon the place; the laſt of three 
brethren that had loſt their lives in their 
Princes quarrell, 

Oa this difcomfiture, the King draws 
towards the North-Eaſt , and com- 
mands the Lord Digby with the Re- 
mainder of his Horſe to march for Scot- 
land, and there to joyn with the Mar- 
quelle of Montroſe, who with ſmall 
ftrengths had acted Miracles in that 
Kingdome. But at a Village in Tork- 
{rirecalled Sherbourn (a fata)l name, but 
poifiting to another place) where he 
{ur prized 700 of the Parliaments Foot, 
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he was ſet upon by Collone! C9; "A Fn 
Forces made drunk with the good for- 
tune of the day very eafily maſtered , 
and he himſelf compelled to ily into 
F Ireland, never returning fince that time 
to his Native Country, 

But notwithſtanding the Kings mil- 
fortune before mentioned, which hap- 
pened on the twenty ninth of September, 
the Lord Byron, who had the command 
of the Garriſon in Ch-/ter, held it one 
callantly till the firſt of February 5 and 
then perceiving that there was no hopes 
of any Succour, came to an honoura- 
ble compoſition, and gave up the Town, 
the greateſt part of the Countrey falling 
into the ſame condition with their mo-- 
ther Gity, 

Before we leave the North-weſt 
parts, we muſt lookupon the fortune 
of the Town and Caſtle of Conway, a 
- place of principall Command on that 
} narrow Channell which runneth be- 
tween the County of Carnarvon and 
the 1/e of Angleſey, Before this Town,

England, and at that time Arch-biſhop 
of rk : Who to ingratiate himſelt 
with the Houſes of Parliament, and to 
ſave the charges of compounding for 
Delinquency , came with ſome forces 
to the aid of the Beſtegers (ſome ſay in 
Armour) and encamped there t1!I the 
place was taken 3 to the Amazement 
of the world and the eternall infamy 
and Reproch of his Pcrſon. 

Briſiol comes next, a place conveni- 
ently ſeated forthe Trade of 8pazn, the 
River capable of great Ships, and the 


port well guarded, Art the taking of 


this City by the Kings Forces, to ſuch 
{ſtrengths as before it had, there was 
added a Fort Royall (as they called 
1t) then conceived impregnable; into 
this City Prince Rupert ( who had ſpent 
there too much of the year before)had 
put himſelf at the preſent, and was be- 
fieged not long after by Sir Thomas Fair- 
fax, who came beforeit on the twenty 


tourth of Angu/t, and had it ſurrendred 
tO 
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to him without any memorable reft- 
ſtance, together with the old Caſtle and 
the Royall Fort, on the thirteenth of 
September. 

The quick ſurrendry of which place, 
being ſo well fortified and furniſhe with 
vicuall, Arms and Ammunition, and 
the weak defences which were made to 
preſerve the ſame, created ſome ſuſpi- 
cion of difloyalty in Prince Rypert to- 
wards the King his Uncle. There had 
before paſled ſome Letters betwixt the 
King and him, touching the Kings com- 
ing to a ſpeedy agreement with his. 
Houſes of Parliament, in which the 
King was preſt ſo far, that he ſeemed 
to be diſpleaſed at it. And now this 
news coming on theneck of thoſe Let- 
ters, ſtartled him into ſuch a diſtruſt of 
his Nephews Loyalty, that he diſpatcht 
a meſſenger with all ſpecd tothe Lords 
at Oxford, to diſplace Collonell. #i/- 
lam Legg (one of the Confidents of 
Prince Rupert) who had ſucceeded 
dir Herry Gage in the Government of 
that City, and to. put into his place

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City being firſt in the courſe of war 
ro be removed. Which-took up ſc 
much time that 1t was the twenty fifth 
day of January before Fairefax could 
come neer enough to give it a Sum- 
mons, and being ſummond it held out 
till the thirteenth of e4pr7t, and then 
was yielded upon as honourable Con- 
ditions as any other whatſoever ; all o- 
ther Garrilons in the Weſt being firſt 
ſurrendred , the Princes forces wor- 
ſted at Torring4n, not long after dil- 
banded upon Compofition,and he him- 
ſelf retired into Fraxce for his perſo- 
nall ſafety. 

All theſe miſchances thus hapning on 
the neck of one another, all the Kings 
hopes and expectation reſted upon the 
coming of Sir Zacob Aſtley, created Lord 
Aſiley of Reading two years ſince 3 Who 
having kept together ſomc Remainders 
of the Kings Forces ſince the Fight neer 
Cheſter , and increaſing them with the 
Acceſſion of ſome freſh ſupplies, mar- 
ched towards the King, and was to have 
becn met upon the way by Sir Job 

| Cramp|- 
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Campsfield with the Oxford Horſe. But 
either through the want of intelligence, 
or the neccſlity of fate, or ſome oc- 
cafionall dclayes, it was ſo long before 
Car;ps field was upon his march, that 
the news came of the Lord 4/{leys be- 
ing vanquiſh'd ata place called Dox- 
2:inzton neer Stow on the ld, on the 
21 of March. In which fight himſelf 
was taken priſoner, and with him all 
the Kings hopes loſt of preſerving 
Oxford, till he could bettcr his con-

In this extremity he left the City 18 
arſguiſe on the 27 day of 4pril, Anne 
1646. and on the fourth of May put 
himſclf into the hands of Sccots, then 
lying at the ſiege of Newark, Aﬀecr 
the taking of which Town, they carri- 
ed him to Newcaslc, and there kept 
b1m under a Reſtraint. 

The news hereof being brought to 


@x/crd, and ſeconded by the conn 
| QL 
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, -f the whole Army of Sir Thomas Fazrr- 

fax, who laid fiege unto it, diſpoſed the 
Lords of the Council, and ſuch of the 
principall Gentry who had the condu& 
of the Affair;to come to a ſpeedy Com- 
poſition, According whereunto, that 
City was ſurrendred on M:dſomer day; 
James Puke of York the Kings ſecond 
Son, together with the Great Seal, Pri- 
vy Scal, and Signet, were delivered 
up into the hands of the enemy : by 
whom the young Duke was ſent to 
wWeſtminiter, and kept in the Houſe of 
S, James under a Guard with his Bro- 
ther and Siſters; the Seals being carried 
into the Houſe of Peers, and there broke 
in picccs, 

But long theſe young Princes were 
not kept together under that reſtraint, 
the Princeſs Henrietta being in a ſhort 
time after conveyed into France by the 
Lady Dalkzeth; and the Duke of York, 
attired in the habit of a young Lady 
tranſported into Hol/azd by one Captain - 
Banfield, 

The Scozs in the meane time being 

deſirous 
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fters, to reccive the wages of their 71z- 
guity, and to get home 1n ſafety , with 
that ſpoil and plunder which they had 
gotten in their marching and remarch- 
ing betwixt Tweed and Hereford, had not 
the patience to attend thelciſure of any 
more voluntary ſurrendries, They 
therefore preſſed the King to give or- 
der to the Marqueile of 070724 in 7re- 
{and. and to all the Governours of his 
Garriſons in Ezg/and,to give up all the 
Towns and Caſtles which remained un- 
taken, toſuch as ſhould be appointed 
to receive them for the Houſes of 
Parliament, aſſuring him that other- 
wile they neither could nor durſt con- 
tinue him in their proteCtion. 

To thisneceſhty he ſubmitted , but 
found not ſuch a generall obedience to 
his commands as the Scots expected, 
For not the Marqueſſe of 07»20yd one- 
ly, but many of the Governours of 
Towns and Caſtles in E221and confide- 
red him as being under a conſtraint,and 


{peaking rather the ſenſe of others then 
his 
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his own; upon which grounds they con- 
tinued ftill upon their guard, in hope 
of better times or of better conditi- 
ONS. 

But nothing was more hotly preſſed 
by the Scots, then that the Marqueſle 
of 1404tro/ſe ſhould lay down his Com- 
miſſion, who with ſmall ſtrength in 
the beginning, and inconſiderable for- 
ces When they were at the beſt, had 
ated things in Scotland even unto ad- 
miration. For befides many vidories 
of lefſe conſequence, he had twice bea- 
ten the Marqueſle of Argi/e out of the 
field, followed him home, and waſted 
his Countrey with Fire and Sword, He 
vanquifht Baily , one of the beſt Soul- 
dicrs of the FaQtion, commanding over 
a well-formed Army in a ſet battel 
fought between them ; followed his 
blow, and made himſelf Maſter of the 
City and Caſtle of Edenburgh, relea- 
{ing divers of his Friends v:ho had been 
ſeized and impriſoned there when he 
firſt took arms, Had the Lord Diety's 


Horſe come to him, he had not onely 
PEr= 
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perfeted, but aſlurec the conqueſt of 
that Kingdome, But inſtcad of thoſe 
aids which he expected, he was unex- 
pectcdly ſet upon, and his whole Army 
broken by David Leſley, ſent from the 
Scots army in Evneland with fix thouſand 
Horſe to oppoſe the progreſſe of his 
fortune; whoſe coming being known 
to the Earl of Rox/orow and Traquazr , 
(in whom the King continued ſtill his 
wonted confidence) was purpoſely 
concealed from him ; to the end that 
he being once ſuppreſſed, and in him 
the Kings power deſtroyed in Scotland, 
they might be ſure from being called to 
an account of their former Treaſons: 
\ However he began to make head again , 
and was in a way of well-doing, when 
he received the Kings command ro | 
disband his Forces ; to which he rea- |. 
dily conformed, took ſhip, and put 
himſelf into a voluntary exile, 
n 


Theſe Obſtacles removed, his Maje- 

þ ty conceived ſome thoughts of find- 
i} ; ing Sanctuary in Scotlayd, the Scots 
it | baviog 
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Daving firſt aſſured him, (as he fignifi- 
<q by Letter to the Marqueſle of 0r- 
0nd ) betore ne put himielf into their 
hands, that they would not onely take 
his perſon, but lo many of his party al- 
ſo as repaired unto him, into their pro- 
tection, and ſtand to him with their hves 
and fortune. According to which hopes 
on his part, and thoie aflurances on 
theirs, he had a great mind to return 
to his Native Countrey , his Arczent 
and Native Kingdome, as he uſed to call 
it, thereto expect the bettering of his 
condition in the changes of time, 


But the Scots hearing of his purpoſe, 
and having long ago caſt off the yoke 
of Subjection, voted againſt 613 com- 
Ing to them in a full Allembly; 1othar 
we may 2ffirm of him as the Scripture 
doth of Chriſt cur Saviour, viz, He 
came mito his own, aud his own recei- 
ved bim not, The like reſolution alſo 
was entertained by the Commiſlio- 
Ners of that Nation, and the chiefe 


Leaders of their Army, who had con- 
tracted 
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tracted with the Houſes of Parliament , 
and for the ſamme of two hundred 4 
thouſand pounds in ready money, fold | 
and betrayed him into the hind of his 
Enemies, as certainly they would haye 
done with the Lord Chriſt himſelf for 
halfe the money, if he had bowed ihe 
Heavensand came down to viſit them, 


By the Commiſſioners ſent from the 
Houſes to receive him , he was condu- 
Cted to Holdenby a fair houſe of his own, 
and one of the goodlieft Piles m Eng- 
land, fcituate not far from Na/eby, (to 
the intent that he might be continually 
grieved with the fight of the fatall place 
of his overthrow ) but kept fo cloſe 
that none of his Domeſtick ſervants >, 
no, not ſo much as any of his own 
Chaplains were ſuttercd to haye Ac- 
cclle unto him. 

In the mean time a breach began be- 
ewixt the PresLyterian Party in both 
Houſes and ſome chief Officers of the 
Army , which growing every day wi- 
der and wider, one Cornet yy 
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| with a conſiderable party of Horſe, was 
- ſent to ſejze on his Majeſties Perſon, 


and bring him ſafe to their head Quar- 
ters. There at the firſt he was recci- 
ved with all poſſible demonſtrations of 
Love and Duty, ſome of his Chaplains 
licenſed to repair unto him, and read 
the Book of Common-Prayer as in 
former times, and the way open to 
all thoſe of his party who deſired to 
lee him. 

This made the Animoſities between 
thoſe of the two Houſes and the Army 
to be far greater then before, the City 
cloſing with that party of the Houſes 
which deſired the Kings coming to the 
Parliament , and going down 1n a tu- 
multuous manner required the preſent 
voting of a Perſonal Treaty. This 
made the Speaker and ſuch of both 
Houſes , as either held for the Army 
or had no mind to ſee the Kings Return 
to Zoxdor, to quit the Parliament, and 
to betake themſclves to their Protecti- 
on; incouraged wherewith they reſol- 
ved upon their march towards Zondoy, 

to 
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to reſtore thoſe members to their Hou- 
ſecs, and thoſe Houſes to the Power 
and Freedom of Parliaments. Upon 
the noiſe of whoſe Approch , the Ci- 
tizens who before ſpake big , and had 
begun to raiſe an Army , under the 
Command of the Lord willowby of P ar- 
ham, ſent their Petitions for a pcace, 
and gladly opened all their works be- 
tween Hiae-Park Corner and the 
Thames, to make an entrance for the 
Army; Who having placed their Spca- 
kers in their ſeverall Ghaires, and ſup- 
preſt thoſe of the oppoſite party, made 
a triumphant paſſage through the chief 
Strects of the City, with Trumpets 
ſounding, Drums beating, and Colours 
flying. 

The King removed from one place 
to another, was brought in the courſe 
of thoſe Removes to Caſam Lodge, 
an Houſe of the Lord Cravers not far 
from Reaiing, where he obtained the 
favour of giviog a mecting to his Chil- 
dren at May4erhith, and there they di- 
ned together ; the Generall willingly 
conſent- 
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' Conſenting, and the Houſes then not da- 
- ring to make any denyall. 


From thence he was at laſt brought 


to his own Palace of Hampton Conrt , 


where being tcrrified with the Appre- 
henfion of ſome Dangers, which were 
given Out to be deſigned againſt his per- 
ſon by the Adjutaters, who for a ttme 
much governed the lower part of the 
Army, he lcft that place, accompanied 
oncly with two or three of his ſervants, 
and put himſelf unfortunately 1nto the 
power of Colione) Hammond in the 7/7e 
of Fight, where no relief could come 
unto him. | 

Being ſecured im Carisbrook Caſile , 
Propoſitions are fent to him from the 
Houſes of Parliament, as had been 
done before at Newcaſtle, and Holden- 
by-Houſe : to which he returned the 
ſame Anſwer now as he did before, 
tneir Demands being nothing bet- 
tered, and his condition nothing 
worle then before it was. Provok 
wherewith, the Houſes paſt their 
Fotes of Non-Alreſſes to his gd 
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and take the Government upon them- 
ſelves, as in the times of UVacarcy and 
Inter-regrum in the State of Rowe; 
wherein they were confirmed by a | 
Declaration from the Army, binding | 
themſelves to ftand to i in defence 
of thylc Votes. 

During the time of thelc reſtraints, 
he betook himſelf to meditation, and 
then compoled that moſt excellent 
Book entituled *Eixwy BzoiAiznh , or th? 
Pourtraiture of his ſacred Majeſty 13 his 
Solitudes and Sufferings, The Honour 

of this work ſome mercenary Stick- 
lers for the two Houſes of Parliament 
have laboured to deprive him of, and 
to transfer it to ſome other, though 
they know not whom, Butirt is well 
known to all that knew him, that his 
Majeſty had alwayes a fine ſtroke with 
his pen, Which he praCtifed at all times 
of leafure and receile from buſineſle , 
$7 before his coming to the Crown, 
theſe laſt. extremities.
